O.S.R. 789(E).—In cxercibe of the decision recorded in para¬ 
graph 5 of theResolution of the Govt, of India in theMinistry, 
of Environment & Forests, published vide OSR 85(E) dated 
20-2-91 in the Gazette of India, Extraordinary, part II, Section- 
3, Sub-section (i), the Central Government hereby notifies the 
following criteria for labelling Food Items namely; Beverages, 
Infant food and Processed finits and vegetable products as 
ENVIRONMENT FRIENDLY PRODUCTS. 

1, general REQUIREMENTS 

(i) All products of Beverages, Infant Foods and ProcesJed 
Fruits and Vegactablo products shall meet the relevant 
standards of BIS pertaining to quality. 

Note : Bureau of Indain Standards shall formulate/incor¬ 
porate optional standards for ecological and environment 
friendly characteristics. 

(ii) The product manufacturer must produce the consent 
clearance as per the provisions of Water (PCP) Act, 1974, 
Water (PCP) Cess Act, 1977 and Air(PCP) Act, I98i alongwith 
the authorisation if required under Environment (Protection) 
Act, 19S6 and the rules made thereunder to Bureau of Indian 
Standards while applying for the ECOMARK; and the pro¬ 
duct shall also bo in accordance with tire Prevention of Food 
Adulteration Act, 1954 and the rules made thereunder. Addi- 
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tionally FPO, 1955, (Fruit Product Order) framed under 
Essential Commodities Act, 1956, Standards of Weight and 
Measures Act, 1977 and 1985 requirements wherever appli¬ 
cable has to be complied with. 

(iii) The product/packing may also display in brief the 
criteria based on which theproducthasbocnlabeiled environ¬ 
ment friendly. 

(iv) The material used for product packing shalj bo re¬ 
cyclable or biodegradable and the parameters evolved under 
theECOMARK scheme on the specified subject of packaging 
shall apply. 

(v) The date of manufacture and date of expiry shall be 
declared on the product package by the manufaciuror. 

(vi) Product shall not be manufactured or contain any 
carcinogenic substances including polycycllcaromatic hydro¬ 
carbons. 

Note : A Special Sub-oommittee has been formed by the 
Technical Committee to prepare an Operational list of car¬ 
cinogenic substances for the purpose of ECQMARK scheme 
and the same will be appliable. 

(vii) The product must be microbiologically safe when 
tested as per IS : 5403 and IS : 5887 (partl-V) and should be 
from bacterial and fungaltoxins. 

(viii) The pesticide residues (if any) in the product shall not 
exceed the limitas prescribed in PFA Act, t964 and the rules 
made thereunder. 

Note : The rules under PFA Act, 1954 does not cover the 
tolerance limits for all tlie important pesticide residues com¬ 
monly found in Food Items. The CCFS, DGHS, Ministry 
ofHcalth, Govt, of India would borcquested by CPCB through 
Ministry of Enviroament& Forests to provide an elaborate 
list of pesticide residues aloug'vith their tolerance limits 
for ECQMARK.
